POTATO GROWERS 
ATTENTION. 


No doubt every potato grower who 
grew certified seed last year has 
noticed with interest and curiosity that 
there will be two organizations re- 
ceiving applications for inspection and 
certification service for the coming 
year in the certified seed potato indus- 
try. 

These two organizations are the 
Michigan Potato Producer’s Associa- 
tion and the Michigan Potato Growers 
Exchange. 

Your humble servant, the County 
Agent, has digested as thoroughly as 
possible the rules and regulations 
governing the cerfification of potatoes 
in each of these two organizations. 
This office is being constantly con- 
sulted as ta which organization to line 
up with. It.would seem that with the 
two organizations that any grower 
ought to encounter satisfaction this 
year. The most apparent differences 
as found by this investigation of the 
two organizations are as follows: 

1. The Michigan Potato Producers’ 
Association states in their rules and 
regulations that certified seed must be 


planted {n order to have potatoes cer- 
tified this year. 


2. The Potato Producers Associa- 
tions assumes no responsibility in the 
marketing of the potatoes, although it 
is understood that the grower will 
have the co-operation of the Michigan 
State Farm Burcau and the assistance 
of the office of the Michigan Potato 
Producers Association in the market- 
ing of their certified seed. The Michi- 
gan Potato Producers’ Association 
does not endeaver to-contro!l or direct 


the sale of the certified seed in any 
way whatsoever.

Flint—One of the greatest crowds 
in Flint’s history, viewed the grand 
parade of mora than 4,000 plumed 
Knights Templar, the crowning event 
of the sixty-seventh annual conclave 
of the Michigan Grand Commandery. 
Marching as separate units, the vari- 
ous commanderies, many headed by 
mounted officers, and each led by a 
band, drew round after round = of 
cheers as they crossed and re-crossed 
the street in their intricate drill. 

Lansing—-The embargce on highway 
construction’ created by the  legisla- 
tive deadlock which prevented the 
enactment of highway finance meas- 
ures, was Hfted by the state admin- 
istrative boards last week. The 
board, after a long executive confer- 
ence with the advisory council of the 
state highway department, went on 
record as in favor of going ahead 
with at least half of the contemplated 
1923 program. It authorized the

Grasshoppers 
Are Returning 


Better Be Safe Than Sorry. Get 
Arsenic ‘and be Prepared. 


Reports have come in from some 
sections of the County that the grass- 
hoppers are again showing up in num- 
erous quanitics. The old adage, “A 
stitch in fime saves nine,” is a very 
adaptable one in this case. Following 
are the two most common baits used in 
fighting this pest: 

_ CRIDDLE MIXTURE 

Criddie-mixture is horse-manure 
with an arsenical, and slightly salted. 
It is to be distributed about the field 
in small masses and is especially use- 
ful in combating grasshoppers, as it 
takes advantage of their well known 
love of salt.. The proportions are as 
follows: White arsenic, one pound; 


| salt, two pounds; fresh horse-mauure, 


100 pounds or five three-gallon pail- 
fuls. The salt is dissolved in a pail of 
water, the poison stirred in, and the 
whole mixed with the horse-manure in 
a half barrel. 
SAWDUST—GRASSHOPPER BAIT. 
Into a bushel of fresh hardwood saw. 
dust pour and thoroughly mix a mix- 
ture made as follows: one gallon of 
water, ‘one pound of white arsenic, 
(not afsenate of lead or calcium), a 
cup of molasses and one pound of salt. 
Addan ounce or so of either ethyl 
acetate or amyl acetate—the former 
has the odor of pomace and the latter 


the odor of bananas, and either one is 
attractive to grasshoppers. Add enough 
water to produce a good stiff mash and 
broadcast. The ethy) acetate and amyl 
acetate are not absolutely necessary, 
but they do make the bait attractive. 


Remember you can get the white 

rsenic at your Co-ops by paying only 
the handling charges. Don’t get more 
than you need as the price of this stuff 
has gone up and it is valuable.

WISCONSIN “WETS” 
WIN IN TEST VOTE 


Madison, Wis.—The Wisconsin as- 
sembly, striking the first western 
blow at absolute prohibition, Thurs- 
day, approved the Tucker bill to re- 
peal the state dry enforcement law 
The vote 
of approval was 48 to 43, 

The question of final passage in 
the assembly is expected to be de- 
cided in favor of the “wets” by vir- 
tue of the two 48 to 43 votes favor- 
able to the measure, 

Shortly before the approval and en- 
grossment vote, the assembly re- 
fused to kill the repealer by an iden- 
tical ballot. 

After final passage the measure 
would then go to the senate which 
has killed a half dozen less drastic 
anti-prohibition proposals, 

Prohibition forces will mobilize to 
attempt its death in the senate. 

They will probably attempt to en- 
list the “moral support” of Senator 
Robert M. LaFollette and Governor 
Blaine by convincing them it is‘ too 
drastic. 

Proposal for a referendum on the 
Highteenth | amendment was  de- 
feated, 50 to 37, by the wets, who 
referred the bill to the judiciary com- 
mittee, where it will be amended to 
provide for a referendum on _ the 
question of modifying the Volstead 
act and providing for a memorial to 
congress, 

A resolution congratulating Gover- 
nor Al Smith “for his leadership in 
leading a movement to return to the 
constitution of our fathers’? was in- 
troduced. 

It failed to get the two-thirds ma- 
jority necessary to bring about im- 
mediate consideration, the ballot 
count being 47 for and 39 against, 
and it was referred to committee, 


GERMAN REPARATIONS OFFER 


Chancellor Cuno Proposes To Mort- 
gage Industries, 


Berlin—The German note placed 
in the.hands of the allies late Thurs- 
day proposes payment of exactly 
1,200,000,000 gold marks annually as 
reparations. 

The amount in gold marks which 
Germany proposes to pay each year 
is equivalent to $300,000,000 dollars. 

Chancellor Cuno proposes to raise 
this amount as follows: 

1—Five hundred million marks 
through a mortgage on the national 


railroads. 
2—-Another five hundred million 
marks by mortgaging industry, 


commerce, lands and factories. 
3.—Two hundred million marks by 
gs luxury tax. 

The latter amount would be com- 
mensurately increased as the eco- 
nomic stability of Germany {is re- 
stored, Cuno pointed out to the allies, 

Such a tax before the war yiclded 
800,000,000 marks a year and Cuno 
considers that it could increase as’ 
conditions improve. 

An international conference would 
be called to suggest any changes in 
the plan. 

The official text of the German note 
declares that it would not be honest 
nation 
would be able to pay, and that, more- 
over, the ability to pay is a question 
on which opinions differ,

NGEL-LIKE is the transfation of 
Angela, from the Greek angelos, 
meuning messenger, which the Romans 
interpreted as “heavenly messenger” 
and hence “angel.” Angelos first be 
eume proper In the Byzantine empire. 
It is belleved to have begun as an 
epithet since it comes to ight in Kon- 
stantinos Angelos, & young man of 
noble family whose beauty caused him 
to be the choice of the Princess Theo- 
dora Komena in 1100. - Because of the 
beuuty of the family, Angelos became 
its surname. . 
The misdirected crusade of the 
Venetians brought it to Greece and a 
monastle saint, who preraehed at Pa- 
lermo and was afterward murdered by 
a wicked count whose evil deeds he 
had rebuked, was one of the first to 
bear the name, The Carmelites 
claimed St. Angelo as a saint of their 
order and the name, in both {ts musecu- 
line and feminine forms, caught the 
fancy of Italy. : 
It became popular in the other na- 
tions, due perhups tv its inseparable 
associations with beauty, and also to 
the fashion of complimenting women 
The derivative Angelica ig 
noted in romance as the faithless lady 
for whose sake Orlando lost his heart 
and senses. But she was a gratuitous 
invention of Boiardo and Aristo, for 
Spanish ballads and earlier Italian 
poets make him the faithful husband 
of Alda. However, Angelica obtained 
that character for beauty which has 
made the name popular through the 
centuries. It has been a particular 
favorite with authors through all 
ages of literature, particularly in mid- 
Victorian fiction, where its heritage of 
fragile, virtuous beauty fitted it ex- 
ceptionally for the name of its hero- 
ines.

GERMANS KILL 2 
FRENCH OFFICERS 


ASSASSINS AMBUSH INVADERS 
AND RIDDLE BODIES WITH 
BULLETS, 


BRITISH TROOPS ENTER RUHR 


Artillery and Infantry Detachments 
Arrive in the Industrial Centre 
of Germany. 


Parts—A critical situation is de 
veloping through the occupied Ruhr 
district following the assassination of 
two French officers. 

Dispatches from Dusseldorf report 
that the two officers were ambushed 
by three German civilians near Dort- 
mund. Their assailants fired several 
revolver shots before the officers 
‘could draw their guns, Both French- 
men were found dead. 

Occupational authorities are greatly 
incensed over the crime and dis- 
patches from French sources say the 
Germans are “in an ugly mood.” 


Berlin—British military forces have 
entered Dusseldorf in the Ruhr valley, 
it was stated here. A section of ar- 
tillery and infantry was reported as 
having arrived in the industrial cen- 
ter, which has been in the hands of 
French occupational troops since the 
Ruhr first was seized, _ 

Government adyéces declare addi- 
tional British infantry and artillery 
detachments are enroute to Dussel- 
dort. 

While it was at first believed the 
movement was only a “parade” mea- 
sure, there is now somé¢ evidence that 
the British intend to take over the 
southern section of the Ruhr, and per- 
mit the French and Belgians to hold 
the north. 

Germany will continue her policy 
of passive resistance in the Rubr 
valley unabated. 

This is the answer of Chancellor 
Cuno to the French demand that Ger- 
many first abandon her Ruhr poticy 
before any reparations solution will 
be ediscussed. 

The policy of passive resistance 
against French occupation must con- 


‘tinue, he said. 


In Paris, Premier Poincare stated 
on receipt of the new German rep- 
arations offer that no effort to solve 
the reparations question could he 
undertaken until Germany abandoned 
her stand. 


CANAL FORCE TO BE INCREASED 


Panama Waterway Is Vulnerable to 
Attack From Air and Sea. 


Washington—A general strengthen- 
ing of the Panama canal defenses will 
be asked of congress at its coming 
session. 

Secretary of War Weeks, just re- 
turned from an inspection of the canal 
zone, indicated that it is his belief 
that America’s most valuable water- 
way possession is vulnerable to at- 
tack both from the air and sea. 

As a result of his findings, appro- 
priations will be asked to bring the 
defense up to date. . 

These appropriations run from 
$5,000,000 to $10,000,000, and will em- 
brace a large addition to France fly- 
ing fleld and the placing of 16-inch 
guns in the present coast defense, 

Following the recent spring man- 
euvers of the fleet in Panama bay, 
the alr service advanced the claim 
that “the Panama canal could he 
taken in 30 minutes.” 

The secretary found that the canal

RYE FRIEND OF 
HOME GARDENER 


Decreased Number of Work Ani- 
mals Makes It Difficult to 
Maintain Soi! Fertility. 


PLANT SOIL-BUILDING CROPS 


Glovers and Other Legumes Are Good, 
as They Gather Nitrogen From the 
Alr~Lime Will Prevent 
Any Sourness, 


(Prepared by the United States Department 
of Agriculture.) 


Years ago, when manure was plenti- 
ful around citles and on farms, the 
question of keeping up the fertility of 
the back yard or farn garden was very 
simple, but with the decreased wun- 
ber of work animals now being kept, 
especially in cities, it ig no longer pos- 
aible to get manure in sufficient quan- 
tity to maintain the fertility of our 
gardens, The farmer has been com- 
gelled to plant soll-building crops in 
order to keep up his fertility and the 
baek-yard gardener must necessarily 
tesort to some similar method. Clov- 
ers and other legume crops are consid- 
ered best for this purpose, as they 
gather nitrogen from the air, but 
legume crops are subject to a good 
Many limitations and do not always 
fill the bill for the home gardener. 
Possibly old-fashioned rye comes near- 
er answering the requirements of the 
home gardener than any other crop. 
Rye grows anywhere from North to 
South, or in the Northwestern sections; 
barley may be used instead, suggests 
the United States Department of Ag- 
ticulture. , 

Work During Winter, 

One home gardener who always has 
a good garden follows the practice of 
buying o small supply of seed rye 
along in August and keeping a patifull 
of this seed hanging inside the door of 
his garage, where his garden tools are 
kept. Beginning about the middle or 
20th of August, this gardener follows 
the practice of sowing rye on every 
foot of his garden that becomes vacant. 
In fact, he goes further than this and 
sows rye between practically all of his 
fall crops. The rye makes a good 
start in the autumn and gets a firm 
hold on the soil before winter sets in. 
All during the winter, whenever the 
ground {s not frozen, the roots of the 
tye are developing and working their 
way between the.soll particles and are 
Picking up every choice morsel of 
plant food that nature sets free in the 
soil. 

This gardener keeps chickens and 
all during the winter, when the ground 
tg not covered with snow, he turns his 
laying hens out upon the growing rye 
in hig garden for a short time before 
they go to roost in the evening. This 
gives the hens the necessary green 
feed to stimulate egg production and 
costs practically nothing. 

Rye Turned Under, 

In the springtime, as soon as the'sofl 
!s dry enough to be plowed or spaded, 
and before the rye has made any ap- 
preciable growth, the land is complete- 
ly turned over and the roots of the rye 
have formed almost a perfect mat or 
sod in the top three inches of soil. In 
turning under the rye the important 
thing {s to see that it all goes under, 
because !f any of the tops are left 
Sticking out of the soll they will grow 
and have to be worked out with a hoe 
later. In ten days to two weeks after 
the rye is turnedunder the roots decay 
and, ag there is not enough of the tops 
of the rye present to give any difficulty, 
the soil breaks down in a loose mellow 
loam and every particle of the plant 
food that the rye has picked up during 
the winter time becomes available for 
the summer garden crops, 

The rye not only prevents the gar- 
den soil from washing’ during the wtn- 


ter, but adds organic matter or green }. 


manure to the soll. <A very little lime 
should be sprinkler over the surface 
after the rye is ple-ved or spaded un- 
der, to correct any possible sourness 
that might be caused by the decay of 
the rye Itself. If more gardeners 
would plant rye or barley or even 
wheat on their gz den soil during the 
fall of the year, ~e would hear less 
about the scarcity and need of manure 
for gardens. 


SEED BED FOR SWEET CLOVER 


Seeme to Germinate Much Better and 
Make Quicker Growth on Weill 
: Packed Qoil. 


A deep, well worked seed bed such ns 
other crops demand, is decided unfa- 
vorable to growing sweet clover, as it 
seems to germinate much better and 
make a better growth on well-packed 
soil, a simple covering of the seed be 
ing all that fs necessary, and many a 
good stand has been secured by sow- 
ing on unbroken land or on‘that put 
to small grain the previous year.

Rotate to Avold Diseases,

toes it ts well to rotate craps. There ts

not grow tomatoes on the same ground 
year after year, . 
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USE PUREBRED SIRES 
IN IMPROVING HERD 


Fifteen-Year Experiment Recent. 
ly Ended at lowa Station. 


Milk Production of. Scrub Cows In- 
creased 83 Per Cent by Thelr 
Half-Blood Daughtere—Many 
Farmers Are Afraid. 

The value of purebred sires in build- 
ing up a dairy herd ig shown by a Nf- 
teen-yenr experiment recently con- 
eluded at the Iowa Agricultural col- 
lege. By the use of purebred Holstein 
bulls, the milk production of the serub 
cows was increased 83 per cent by 
their half-blood daughters and 180 
per cent by their three-fourths blvod 
granddaughters. he buitterfat pro- 
duction was Increased by the daugh- 
ters 58 per cent, and by the grand- 

daughters 128 per cent. 

The offspring in nearly every case 
showed improvement also in body con- 
formation, persistency of milk flow 
nod more economical production.-A 
good flow of milk for a short perlod 
is not desirable. Animals which have 
a large milk flow and a long sustained 
milking perlod are always to be pre- 
ferred, : 

The superiority of purebreds and 
grades over scrubs in actual average 
monthly production is clearly proved 
by the figures. One of the main rea- 
sons the scrubs showed such poor 
production was their tack of persist- 
ence. The improvement in the off- 
spring in this respect is due entirely 
to the pure blood of the sire. 

Many farmers milking a.string of 
scrub cows want to own better cattle 
but fear the cost. They are anxious 
to improve the milking qualities of 
their herds and really enter In the 
dairy business, They fear to “buy in” 
and do not “grow in” because they are 
unaware of the rapid progress pos- 
sible in grading up. The Iowa investi- 
gation shows that a herd of profitable 
producers can he built from a founda- 
tlon of common cows where the initial 
expense is 2 good purebred sire. 


TO PROPERLY MIX BORDEAUX 


Of Much Importance to Get Quantities 
of Materials Right—Right 
Way to Prepare. 

It is almost as fmportant to properly 
mix bordeaux as !t is to get the quan- 
tities of materlals right, and it Is of 
far greater importance In the matter 
of ease of application. 

There is a right way and a wrong 
way of making up bordeaux. For ex- 
ample, Buppose you are making a 
5:5:50 batch. This would be made up 
of five pounds of copper sulphate or 
blue vitriol and five pounds of freshly 
burned lime in 50 gallons of water. 
The copper sulphate is dissolved and 
the lime is slaked separately and then 
the two are mixed. The right way to 
do the work is to dilute both the cop- 
per sniphate and the lime as much as 
possible. In other words, dissolve the 
five pounds of copper sulphate in 
water. This is best done by putting 
the copper sulphate into a bag and 
then the bag into the water, near the 
surface. Bring up the copper sulphate 
solution to 25 gallons. 

Slake the lime, pouring on a little 
hot water at first, until the lime he- 
comes active, then cold water should 
be added slowly as the lime slakes 
until a fairly thin white liquid results. 
Bring the lime milk mixture up to 25 
gallons and then pour into it the solu- 
tion of copner sulphate, stirring vigor- 
ously while doing so. 

There {ts all the difference in the 
world in bordeaux mixture properly 
prepared and bordeaux mixture im- 
properly prepared. 


SPREAD OF WEEDS ON FARM 


Large Percentage of Noxious Plants 
Are Put on Farm by improper 
Planting of Seed, 

There are many netural agencies, 
sich as wind, water, animals, ete., 
which cnuse the spread of weeds. 
There is still another way in which 
weeds are brought on the farm; that 
is, by sowing seed which has mixed 
with it many weed seeds. A large per- 
centage of the weeds are put on the 
farm by actually planting weed sceds 
with farm or garden crops. In most 
eases a farmer sows weed seeds be- 
cause he is not familiar with them. 
Gvery farmer should be just as famil- 
iar with the bad weed seeds as he fs 
with sceds of whoat, clover and thn- 

othy. 


AVOID SORE EYES OF LAMBS
